Drawings 

The subject matter of this application admits of illustration by a drawing to 
facilitate understanding of the invention.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification sliall contain a written description of tiie invention, and of tlie manner and process of 
malting and using it, in sucli full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 9-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one sl<illed in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to mal<e and/or use the 
invention. The claims are directed to a joint mirror apparatus comprising plurality of 
tubular parts, mirror, lenses, scanners, and imaging systems. The applicant's 
specification discusses Figures 1 and 2 to fully describe the claimed invention. 
However, the applicant's written description fails to include Figures 1 and 2. 
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Therefore, the specification is so deficient the examiner cannot meaningfully 
determine the metes and bounds of the claims sufficiently to apply prior art.
